It Will be granted that the above tabulation is based 
upon a number of assumptions, but the results as shown 
in the sixth column correspond very closely to studies of 
enrollment trends made for other towns and cities. 
These above results would indicate that Scarborough 
can expect a minimum of 251 additional pupils enrolled 
in school at the end of five years. This will greatly 
exceed the present capacity of the school plant and 
would indicate the need by that time for ten additional 
teachers and classrooms. 
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School Plant 

Because of an unusual foresight on the part of school 
administrators in past years, the Scarborough schools 
are not as crowded as those in many other communities. 
They are, however, seriously overcrowded at present 
from the standpoint of educational achievement. At a 
time when teacher organizations, the State Department 
of Education, and many other agencies which have 
studied the problem are saying that the most eflQcient 
classroom is one containing not more than 25 pupils, 
we find that in the elementary schools; classrooms con¬ 
tain 30 or more, nine classrooms contain 35 or more. 
This considerably exceeds the average classroom load 
in the state as a whole. 

During the past year an excellent summer mainte¬ 
nance program has been carried out. This has kept the 
interiors of the buildings clean and well painted, but 
has not quite kept the level of repair up to the actual 
depreciation rate. A considerable amount of outside 
painting, as well as plumbing and heating work is 
needed. In several instances electrical circuits should 
be improved to meet the increased demands.

The present salary schedule, in effect with slight 
modifications for the past two years, has proved to be 
a valuable incentive instrument. At the same time it 
has helped to bring Scarborough’s average of salaries 
paid closer to present day levels and also to encourage 
professional advancement of the whole teaching staff. 
As an example, it can be shown that Scarborough 
teachers have, during the past year, completed 78 
semester hours of academic work, either at summer 
schools or through extension courses. The above state¬ 
ment is not intended to mean that your superintendent 
adopts the philosophy that academic courses are the 
only indication of a teacher’s ability. It is widely knowm 
that there are many persons who are excellent teachers 
who have had very little formal training in education. 
It is also known that there are not enough of such 
gifted individuals to fill all school needs, and that the 
less gifted can be made better teachers through addi¬ 
tional training. It is also true that the good teacher 
can be made even better through such training. 
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In spite of crowded classrooms the elementary schools 
have made satisfactory progress, on the whole, during 
the past year. The distribution of classes has been 
helped greatly by the redistribution of pupils between 
the Oak Hill and Dunstan schools. The school adminis¬ 
tration has found both pupils and parents most cooper¬ 
ative in this matter. Overall progress in reading still 
continues at an improved rate because of the standard¬ 
ization of reading materials throughout the town two 
years ago. Remedial help in the Oak Hill Grammar 
school has been especially valuable in this connection. 
The beginning of an every-pupil testing program made 
a year ago is being continued with some modifications 
and is proving valuable to teachers in the analysis of 
individual pupil requirements. This is helping the class¬ 
room teacher to adjust her methods and materials of 
instruction to the specific capacities of the children 
v/ithin her class. 

The program of Scarborough High School has been 
amplified by the addition of a commercial course, voted 
by the citizens of Scarborough at their last regular 
Town Meeting. A satisfactory amount of equipment 
has been acquired and the course is operating very 
efficiently. At the request of the State Department of 
Education, alterations have been made to the physical 
quarters of the home economics department, with a 
resulting increase of efficiency. With the expected in- 
crease in enrollment of this school next fall, it seems 
advisable to increase the staff by one teacher. This will 
help to maintain a satisfactory pupil-teacher ratio, and 
should somewhat improve the general standards of the 
school. The report of the principal, Mr. Horace P. 
Maxcy, follows this report. 
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Finance 

The School Department has lived within its budget in 
the school maintenance account during the past year, 
but has overdrawn the repair and equipment account 
by $800.17. The following tabulation will give the actual 
standing of the major accounts on the basis of the past 
year’s work. 

A fact which should be brought out in this connection 
is that an article will be included in the current war¬ 
rant, calling for a transfer of $5,055.23 from the town 
surplus accoimt to the School Maintenance account. 
This will not involve either the raising or expending of 
any actual fimds, since it is purely a technical book¬ 
keeping adjustment intended to pull the various ac¬ 
counts into line. The booking of balances and over¬ 
drafts over a period of years makes this adjustment 
necessary. It does not affect the statement of receipts 
or expenditures for either 1948-1949 or 1949-1950. 

While the following statement of accounts is accurate 
on the basis of the year’s work just completed, an ad¬ 
justment has been made which will show the school 
accounts as overdrawn by $4,032.48 at the beginning of 
the past year, February 1, 1948, instead of carrying an 
imexpended balance of $1,125.05 as reported a year ago. 
The suggested adjustment will absorb this, and also the 
$103.30 balance arising from this year’s transactions. 
This will cause the account to begin 1949-1950 with an 
overdraft of $5,055.23, and a transfer credit of the same 
amount, a condition of balance.

The above figures indicate that of a total overdraft 
in all accounts of $697.63, $440.10 was an item required 
by the State Department of Education and $694.03 was 
an emergency boiler repair item, both too late in the 
year to be met by adequate curtailment of other ex¬ 
penditures. When these amounts are subtracted from 
the net overdraft it may be seen that an unexpended 
balance of $436.50 would have been carried forward but 
for these two unpredictable contingencies. This is the 
extent of the department’s failure to live within the 
funds alloted for the year. In view of the fact that the 
department acquired an added enrollment of 89 pupils 
during this same period, forcing an estimated increase 
of $16.70 per pupil, a total of about $1,500.00, it can be 
seen that the department was operated under condi¬ 
tions of rigid economy. For additional detail and dis¬ 
cussion of the financial structure, the reader is referred 
to the accounts as reported by the Selectmen and to 
the budget message of the School I>epartment. 
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In conclusion, your superintendent wishes to extend 
his most sincere thanks for the spirit of friendship and 
cooperation with which his efforts have been met by the 
members of the Superintending School Committee, 
town officers, teaching staff, Parent-Teacher organiza¬ 
tions, in fact, by all in Scarborough with whom he has 
had dealings.

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The figures are significant in that they reflect our 
growing school population and the need for more ade¬ 
quate school facilities. During the coming years we will 
be faced with the necessity of procuring several new 
classrooms as well as additional space for our special 
departments: shop, home economics, and commercial. 

It is evident that in the near future the rating sys¬ 
tem for Maine High Schools will be changed and if we 
are to maintain our place among the better schools we 
must increase and broaden our offerings. Now is the 
time we should begin to think about providing instruc¬ 
tion in such fields as Art and Instrumental Music as 
well as more complete physical education and voca¬ 
tional program. 

It is our hope during the coming year to expand the 
guidance service to our pupils in order to better prepare 
them for life. The present testing program should be 
expanded and additional services rendered. 

Our Audio-visual program is developing and with the 
added use of these very effective aids to instruction 
our whole program should be strengthened. 

The library has been increased greatly this year by 
a large gift from Miss Margaret Jewell and funds voted 
by the Student Council. The full value of our library 
cannot be realized until we are able to install it in 
more ample quarters. 

The new Commercial Department is already proving 
its worth. This June we will have several girls ade¬ 
quately prepared to take secretarial positions and in 
another year a larger number. 

While we are proud of the scholastic attainments we 
are making, we also feel considerable joy in the prowess 
of our athletic teams. This fall the track team con¬ 
tinued its winning ways by taking the Triple C track 
meet and our basketball team has won the Western 
Division Champion cup. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank you, the school com¬ 
mittee, and the many citizens who have helped me to 
carry on my work as principal.

SCARBOROUGH COMMUNITY NURSING 
SERVICE 

To the Board of the Scarborough Community 
Nursing Service and the Citizens of 
the Town of Scarborough: 

As Public Health Nurse for the Scarborough Com¬ 
munity Nursing Service I submit my report on the work 
done the past year. 

1,267 home visits were made which included the usual 
bedside care to the ill, education and health supervision 
to expectant mothers, infants and pre-schools. Follow¬ 
up work in communicable disease and the securing of 
medical aid for crippled children and those afflicted 
with heart disturbances was also carried on. 

We have made and stiU are making good use of the 
state and hospital clinics offered by the Maine General 
Hospital. Several children are attending the Crippled 
Children’s and Cardiac clinics regularly while many 
others take advantage of the cancer, surgical and pre¬ 
natal clinics. Each patient attending receives a 
complete physical examination by competent physi¬ 
cians and arrangements are made for further care if 
necessary. 
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Monthly child health conferences were held during 
the year and 158 children received physical examin¬ 
ations. Immunization for small pox, diphtheria, whoop¬ 
ing cough and tetanus was offered with many availing 
themselves of this opportunity. Much valuable assist¬ 
ance was given by the board and other citizens in help¬ 
ing at these clinics and with transportation. 

The Kiwanis, Red Cross and Lions Clubs have been 
most generous in assisting with the buying of glasses 
for several children and the securing of clothing and 
other aid when asked. May I thank them for their 
generosity and cooperation. 

On the third Friday of every month the nurse meets 
with the Board of Directors of the nursing service and 
a report of work done for the month is given. Any other 
problems relating to the service and the welfare of the 
community are also discussed. 


Schools 

Dr. Haigis, school physician, examined 530 children 
during the year. For those having any serious defects 
the nurse made home visits to discuss the problem with 
the parent and to assist in further care if necessary. 
Teachers are contacted frequently in order to talk over 
any problems arising and to check on any signs of com¬ 
municable disease or other illness. There were a few 
cases of scarlet fever and a mild epidemic of chicken 
pox during the year but these did not reach serious 
proportions. 

185 children received the Patch Test for tuberculosis 
in the high school, eighth grades and sub-primary. 
34 were X-rayed and this group included positive re¬ 
actors and re-checks from previous years. 
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Two immunization clinics were held and 85 were vac¬ 
cinated for small pox and 34 inoculated for diphtheria. 

For the fourth successive year a dental clinic was held 
and was in operation for 9^^ days. 137 children were 
treated. This clinic was again sponsored by the Cum¬ 
berland County Public Health Association and their 
rules and regulations followed. 

My thanks again to the school personnel, members of 
the nursing board and town officials for their friendly 
cooperation.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

In making the report of the Health Department for 
the past year it is pleasing to note that the number of 
cases of contagious diseases, both Scarlet Fever and 
other diseases, were lower than for some years. This is 
probably due largely to improved living conditions since 
the end of the war, mainly better housing, and the abil¬ 
ity to resume activities that were curtailed for several 
years. However, nearly as many calls as usual were 
made for the Health Department, some of which, for 
various reasons, we had no authority to act on in which 
case, where possible, they were referred to the proper 
authorities. 
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Again I wish to call to the attention of families the 
responsibility of reporting all cases of contagious di¬ 
seases in their homes when no doctor is in attendance. 
In failing to do so they are subject to prosecution ac¬ 
cording to the public health laws. This also applies in 
cases where dogs have been quarantined for biting a 
person—it is the owner’s responsibility to report such 
cases. 

It is a quite general idea that the town has not the 
population to require plumbing inspections but under 
the State Division of Sanitary Engineering it is listed as 
a town requiring inspections and so it appoints inspec¬ 
tors. Persons installing plumbing without permits and 
inspection are violating the provisions of the plumbing 
code and are subject to the penalties thereof. Most of 
the new building has been homes with modem plumb¬ 
ing and with it the old problem of sewerage disposal 
becomes more serious. Many calls have been made where 
even new systems failed owing to soil conditions and 
lack of room for proper absorption trenches, etc. Each 
year the cost of maintaining these systems throughout 
the town is very high and with the new building it is 
possible that the high cost of the public sewerage sys¬ 
tem, as recommended by the recent survey, will soon 
be justified, at least in some sections of the town. 

Constant watch is being kept for signs of pollution at 
the beaches but neither the state inspectors or myself 
have found anything to cause this. We still have many 
complaints about careless disposal of garbage. Although 
there is satisfactory disposal at beaches in summer 
there is a great deal of dumping, both garbage and rub¬ 
bish, on highways and other places. There were a few 
cases of nuisances caused by domestic animals but imtil 
the keeping of such animals is regulated by town or¬ 
dinance, civil action is the only course. 
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I wish to state that I find the Nursing Service more 
valuable every year and hope for its continued support. 
Parents should remember that there are different clin¬ 
ics held during the year for the children and should 
watch for notice of dates. 

In closing I wish to thank those who have aided in 
conducting this oCace during the year.
